LAW8  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES. 

Passed  at  the  First  Session  of  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Congress. 

r PUBLIC— No.  194.1 
[Gontinuecr.l 

Sec.  4.  J nd  be  •<  further  enacted,  That  the 
prohibitions  and  provisions  of  the  act  approved 
July  thirtoen,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-ono, 
and  of  the  acts  amendatory  or  supplementary 
thereto,  shall  apply  to  all  commercial  intercourse 
by  and  between  persons  residing  or  being  within 
districts  within  the  present  or  future  lines  of  na- 
tional military  occupation  in  the  Statos  or  parts 
of  States  declared  in  insurrection,  whether  with 
each  other  or  with  persons  residing  or  being  with- 
in districts  declared  in  insurrection  and  not  within 
those  lines;  and  that  all  persons  within  the  Uni' 
ted  States,  not  native  or  naturalized  citizens 
thereof,  shall  bo  subject  to  the  same  prohibitions, 
in  all  commercial  intercourse  with  inhabitants  of 
States  or  parts  of  States  declared  in  insurrection, 
as  citizens  of  loyal  States  are  subjoct  to  under 
the  said  act  or  acts. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  when- 
ever any  part  of  a loyal  State  shall  be  under  the 
control  of  insurgents,  or  shall  be  in  dangerous 
proximity  to  places  under  their  control,  all  com- 
mercial intercourse  therein  and  therewith  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  prohibitions  and  conditions 
as  are  created  by  the  said  acts,  as  to  such  inter- 
course between  loyal  and  insurrectionary  States, 
for  such  timo  and  to  such  extont  as  shall  from 
time  to  timo  become  necessary  to  protect  the 
public  interests,  and  be  directed  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval  of  the  Presi- 
dent. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  so 
much  of  the  fifth  section  of  the  act  approved  May 
twenty,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  and  the 
fourth  section  of  the  act  approved  March  twelve, 
oightecn  hundred  and  sixty-three,  as  directs  the 
manner  of  distributing  fines,  penalties,  and  for 
feitures,  is  hereby  repealed,  and  that,  in  lieu  of 
the  distribution  thereby  directed  to  be  made  to 
informers,  collectors,  and  othor  officers  of  the 
customs,  the  court  decreeing  condemnation  may 
award  such  compensation  to  customs  officers,  in- 
formers, or  other  persons  for  any  service  con- 
nected therewith,  as  will  tend  to  promote  vigi- 
lance in  protecting  tho  public  interests,  and  as 
shall  be  just  [and]  equitable,  in  no  case,  how- 
ever, to  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  heretofore 
directed  by  the  said  fifth  section. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no 
property  seized  or  taken  upon  any  of  the  inland 
waters  of  the  United  States  by  the  naval  forces 
thereof,  shall  be  regarded  as  maritinio  prize;  but 
all  property  so  seized  or  taken  shall  be  promptly 
delivered  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  courts,  eras 
provided  in  this  act  and  in  the  said  act  approved 
March  twelve,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty 
three. 

Sec.  8.  -rind  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with 
the  approval  of  tho  President,  to  authorize  agent9 
to  purchase  for  the  United  States  any  products  of 
States  declared  in  insurrection,  at  such  places 
therein  as  shall  be  designated  by  him,  at  such 
prices  as  shall  be  agreed  on  with  tho  seller,  not 
exceeding  the  market  value  thereof  at  the  place 
of  delivery,  not  exceeding  three-fourths  of  tho 
market  value  thereof  in  the  city  of  New  York  at 
tho  latest  quotations  known  to  the  agent  pur- 
chasing: Provided , That  no  part  of  the  purchase 
money  for  any  products  so  purchased  shall  be 
paid,  or  agreod  to  be  paid,  out  of  any  other  fund 
than  that  arising  frout  property  sold  as  captured 
or  abandoned,  or  purchased  and  sold  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act.  All  property  so  purchased 
shall  be  forwarded  for  sale  at  such  place  or  places 
us  shall  be  designated  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury,  and  the  moneys  arising  therefrom,  after 
payment  of  the  purchase  money  and  the  other 
expenses  connected  therewith,  shall  bo  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  tho  United  States;  and  the  ac- 
counts of  all  moneys  so  received  and  paid  shall 
be  rendered  to,  and  audited  by,  the  proper  ac- 
counting officers  of  the  Treasury. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  so 
much  of  section  five  of  the  act  of  thirteenth  of 
July,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  aforesaid, 
as  authorizes  the  President,  in  his  discretion,  to 
license  or  permit  commercial  relations  in  any 
State  or  section  the  inhabitants  of  which  nro  de- 
clared in  a stato  of  insurrection,  is  hereby  re- 
pealed, except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  au- 
thorize supplying  the  nocossities  of  loyal  persons 
residing  In  insurrectionary  States,  within  tho  lines 
of  actual  occupation  by  tho  military  forces  of  the 
United  States,  ns  indicated  by  published  order  of 
the  commanding  general  of  the  department  or 
district  so  occupied;  and  also,  except  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  to  authorize  persons  residing 
within  such  lines  to  bring  or  send  to  market  in 
the  loyal  States  any  products  which  they  shall 
have  produced  with  their  own  labor  or  the  labor 
of  freedinen  or  others  employed  and  paid  by  them, 
•pursuant  to  rulos  relating  thereto,  which  may  be 
established  under  proper  authority.  And  no 
goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  shall  bo  taken  into 
a State  declared  in  insurrection  or  transported 
therein,  except  to  and  from  such  places,  and  to 
such  monthly  amounts  as  shall  have  been  pre- 
viously agreed  upon  in  writing  by  the  command- 
ing general  of  tne  department  in  which  such 
places  are  situated,  and  an  officer  designated  by 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  for  that  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
officers  and  privates  of  the  regular  and  volunteer 
forces  of  the  United  States,  and  all  officers, 
sailors,  and  marines  in  the  naval  service  are 
hereby  prohibited  from  buying  or  selling,  trading, 
or  in  any  way  dealing  in  tho  kind  or  description 
of  property  mentioned  in  this  act,  and  the  act  to 
which  this  is  in  addition,  whereby  to  receive  or 
expect  any  profit,  benefit,  or  advantage  to  him- 
self or  any  other  person  directly  or  indirectly 
connected  with  him.  And  it  shall  be  tho  duty  of 
such  officer,  private,  sailor,  or  marine,  when  such 
property  shall  come  into  his  possession  or  cus 
tody,  or  within  his  control,  to  givo  notice  thereof 
to  some  agent,  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act, 
and  to  turn  the  same  over  to  such  agent  without 
delay.  Any  officer  of  the  United  States,  civil, 
military,  or  naval,  or  any  sutler,  soldier,  marine, 
or  other  person  who  shnll  violate  any  provision 
of  this  act,  or  who  shall  take  or  cause  to  be  takea 
into  a Stato  declared  to  be  in  insurrection,  or  to 
any  other  point  to  be  thence  taken  into  such 
State,  or  who  shall  transport  or  sell,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  therein,  any  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise whatsoever,  except  in  pursuance  of  li 
cense  and  authority  of  the  President,  as  provided 
in  said  fifth  section  of  tho  act  of  July  thirteen, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-one,  aforesaid,  and 
any  officer  or  othor  person  aforesaid  who  shall 
make  any  false  statement  or  representation  upon 
which  license  and  authority  shall  be  granted  for 
such  transportation,  sale,  or  other  disposition, 
and  any  officer  or  other  person  aforesaid  who 
shall,  under  any  license  or  authority  obtained, 
wilfully  and  knowingly  transport,  sell'  or  other- 
wise dispose  of  any  other  goods,  wares,  or  mer- 
chandise than  such  as  are  in  good  faith  so  li- 
censed and  authorized,  or  shall  willfully  and 
knowingly  transport,  sell,  or  dispose  of  the 
same,  or  any  portion  thereof,  in  violation  of  the 
terms  of  such  license  or  authority,  or  of  any  rule 
or  regulation  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  concerning  the  same,  or  shall  be  guilty 
of  any  act  of  embezzlement,  or  wilful  misap- 
propriation of  public  or  private  money  or  prop- 
erty, of  keeping  false  accounts,  or  willfully 
making  any  falso  returns,  or  of  any  other  act 
amounting  to  a felony,  shall  bo  liable  to  indict- 
ment as  for  a misdemeanor,  and  fine  not  exceed- 
ing five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  punishment  in 
the  penitentiary  not  exceeding  three  years,  be- 
fore any  court,  civil  or  military,  competent  to 
try  the  same  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  from  time  to  time  to 
institute  such  investigations  as  may  be  necessary 
to  detect  and  prevent  frauds  and  abuses  in  the 
trade  and  other  transactions  contemplated  by 
this  act  or  by  tho  acts  to  which  this  is  supple- 
mentary. And  the  agents  making  such  inves- 
tigations shall  have  power  to  oompol  the  at- 
tendance of  witnesses,  and  to  make  examinations 
on  oath. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  tt  further  enacted , That  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval  of 
the  President,  shall  make  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  are  necessary  to  secure  the  proper  and 
economical  execution  of  the  provisions  of  this 


act,  and  shall  dofray  all  expenses  of  such  execu- 
tion from  the  proceeds  of  foes  imposed  by  said 
rules  and  regulations  of  sales  of  captured  and 
abandoned  property,  and  of  sales  hereinbeforo 
authorized.

AN  ACT  providing  for  satisfying  claims  for 
bounty  lands,  and  for  other  purposes. 

He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rejtre- 
tentative*  *f  the  United  State s of  America  in  Con - 
greet  assembled,  That  tho  act  entitled  “An  aot  to 
provide  for  satisfying  claims  for  bounty  lands 
for  military  services  in  the  late  war  with  Great 
Britain,  and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  July 
twenty-seventh,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  forty-two,  and  the  two  aots  approv- 
ed January  twonty-seventh,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  thirty-five,  therein  and 
thereby  revived,  and  also  the  two  acts  to  the 
same  intent  and  purpose,  respectively,  approved 
the  twenty-sixth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  forty-eight,  and  the  eighth 
day  of  February,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-four,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re- 
newed and  continued  in  force  and  effect,  without 
restriction  or  limitation  as  to  tho  time  of  location 
of  said  warrants  issued  in  virtue  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  all 
warrants  for  bounty  lands  heretofore  issued  in 
virtue  of  any  of  the  several  acts  hereinbeforo 
named,  may  be  located  at  any  time  subsequent 
to  the  passage  of  this  act,  in  conformity  with  the 
general  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  such  location; 
and  that  all  entries  and  locations  heretofore  made 
with  such  warrants  shall  be  as  valid  and  effectual 
as  if  the  several  aots  aforesaid  had  not  expired  at 
the  time  of  sudh  entry  and  location,  any  law  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  acta 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provis 
ions  of  this  act  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re 
pealed .

[PUBLIC— NO.  196.] 

AN  ACT  further  to  regulate  and  provide  for  the 

enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces, 

and  for  other  purposes. 

fie  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Ifouee  of  Rep- 
resentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in - 
Congress  assembled , That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  may.  at  his  discretion,  at  any  time 
hereafter  call  for  any  number  of  men  as  volun- 
teers for  the  respective  terms  of  one,  two,  and 
three  years  for  military  service;  and  any  such 
volunteer,  or,  in  case  of  draft,  as  hereinafter 
provided,  any  substitute,  shall  be  credited  to  the 
town,  township,  ward  of  a city,  precinct,  or 
election  district,  or  of  a county  not  so  subdi 
vided,  towards  the  quota  of  which  he  may  have 
volunteered  or  engaged  as  a substitute;  and  every 
volunteer  who  is  accepted  and  mustored  into  the 
service  for  a term  of  one  year,  unless  sooner  dis- 
charged, shall  receive,  and  be  paid  by  tho  United 
States,  a bounty  of  one  hundred  dollars;  and  if 
for  a term  of  two  years,  unless  aoonerdischarged, 
a bounty  of  two  hundred  dollars;  and  if  for 
term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  discharged,  a 
bounty  of  three  hundred  dollars;  ono  third  of 
which  bounty  shall  be  paid  to  the  soldier  at  the 
time  of  his  being  mustered  into  the  service,  one- 
third  at  the  expiration  of  one-half  of  his  term  of 
service,  and  one-third  at  the  expiration  of  his 
term  of  service.  And  in  case  of  bis  death  while 
in  service,  the  residue  of  his  bounty  unpaid  shall 
be  paid  to  his  widow,  if  he  shall  have  left 
widow;  if  not,  to  his  children,  or  if  there  be 
none,  to  bis  mother,  if  she  be  a widow. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  in  case 
the  quota,  or  any  part  thereof,  of  any  town, 
township,  ward  of  a city,  precinct,  or  election 
district,  or  of  any  county  not  so  subdivided, 
shall  not  be  filled  within  the  space  of  fifty  days 
after  such  call,  then  the  President  sball  immedi- 
ately order  a draft  for  one  year  to  fill  such  quota, 
or  any  part  thereof,  which  may  be  unfilled;  and 
in  case  of  any  such  draft  no  payment  of  money 
snail  be  accepted  or  received  by  the  Government 
as  commutation  to  release  any  enrolled  or  drafted 
man  from  personal  obligation  to  perform  military 
service. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  Executive  of  any  of  the  States 
to  eend  recruiting  agents  into  any  of  the  States 
declared  to  be  in  rebellion,  except  the  States  of 
Arkansas,  Tennessee,  and  Louisiana,  to  recruit 
volunteers  under  any  call  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  who  shall  be  crodited  to  the  State,  and 
to  the  respective  subdivisions  thereof,  which  may 
procure  the  enlistment. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  drafted 
men,  substitutes,  and  volunteers,  when  mustered 
in,  shall  bo  organized  into  or  assigned  to  regi- 
ments, batteries,  or  other  organizations  of  their 
own  States,  and,  as  far  as  practicable,  shall, 
when  assigned,  be  permitted  to  select  their  own 
regiments,  batteries,  or  other  organizations  from 
among  those  of  their  respective  States  which  at 
the  time  of  assignment  may  not  be  filled  to  their 
maximum  number. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
twentieth  section  of  the  act  entitled  “An  act  to 
amend  an  act  entitled  an  act  for  enrolling  and 
calling  out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other 
purposes,”  approved  February  twenty-four,  eigh- 
teen hundred  and  sixty-four,  shall  he  construed 
to  mean  that  the  Secretary  of  War  shall  dis- 
charge minors  under  the  age  of  eighteen  years 
under  the  circumstances  and  on  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  said  section;  and  horeafter,  if  any 
officer  of  the  United  States  shall  enlist  or  mus- 
ter into  the  military  service  any  person  under 
the  age  of  sixteen  years,  with  or  without  the 
consent  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  such  person  so 
enlistod  or  recruited  shall  be  immediately  dis- 
charged upon  payment  of  all  bounties  received; 
and  such  recruiting  or  mustering  officer  who  shall 
knowingly  enlist  any  person  under  sixteen  years 
ot  age  shall  be  dismissed  the  service,  with  for- 
feiture of  all  pay  and  allowances,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  such  further  punishment  as  a court- 
martial  may  direct. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  sec- 
tion three  of  an  act  entitled  “An  act  to  amend 
an  act  entitled  an  act  for  enrolling  and  calling 
out  the  national  forces,  and  for  other  purposes,” 
approved  February  twenty-four,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amend- 
ed, so  as  to  authorize  and  direct  district  provost 
marshals,  under  the  direction  of  the  Provost  Mar- 
shal General,  to  make  a draft  for  one  hundred 
per  centum  in  addition  to  the  number  required  to 
fill  the  quota  of  any  district  as  provided  by  said 
section. 

Sec.  7.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  instead 
of  travelling  pay , all  drafted  persons  reporting 
at  the  place  of  rendezvous  shall  he  allowed 
transportation  from  their  places  of  residence;  and 
persons  discharged  at  the  place  of  rendezvous 
shall  be  allowed  transportation  to  their  places  of 
residence. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
persons  in  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States 
who  have  entered  said  service  during  the  present 
rebellion,  who  have  not  been  credited  to  the 
quota  of  any  town,  district,  ward,  or  State,  by 
reason  of  their  being  in  said  service  and  not  en- 
rolled prior  to  February  twenty-fourth , eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  shall  be  enrolled  and 
credited  to  the  quotas  of  the  town,  ward,  district, 
or  Stato,  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  upon 
satisfactory  proof  of  their  residence  made  to  the 
Secretary  of  War. 

Sec.  9.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  if 
any  person  duly  drafted  shall  be  absent  from 
home  in  prosecution  of  his  usual  business,  the 
provost  marshal  of  the  district  shall  cause  him  to 
be  duly  notified  as  soon  as  may  he,  and  he  shall 
not  he  deemed  a deserter,  nor  liable  as  such,  un- 
til notice  has  been  given  to  him,  and  rea- 
sonable time  allowed  for  him  to  return  and  report 
to  the  provost  marshal  of  his  district;  but  such 
absence  shall  not  otherwise  affect  his  liability 
under  thi9  act. 

Seo.  10.  And  be  it  further  ehacted,  That  noth- 
ing contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
alter  or  in  any  way  affect  the  provisions  of  the 
seventeenth  section  of  an  act  approved  February 
twenty-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four, 
entitled  an  act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  “An  aot 
for  enrolling  and  calling  out  the  national  forces, 
and  for  other  purposes,”  approved  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  noth- 
ing contained  in  this  aot  shall  be  construed  to 
alter  or  change  the  provisions  of  existing  laws 
relative  to  permitting  persons  liable  to  military 
service  to  furnish  substitutes.

purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentativeeof  the  United  States  of  America  in  Cot i- 
gress  assembled,  That  the  joint  resolution  enti- 
tled ••Joint  resolution  to  grant  additional  rooms 
to  tho  Agricultural  Department”  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the 
Secretary  of  tbo  Interior  bo,  and  he  is  horeby, 
authorised  and  directed  to  assign  for  the  tem- 
porary use  of  the  Commissioner  ef  Agrisultare, 
such  rooms  in  the  Interior  Department  suitable 
for  the  business  of  said  commissioner,  and  neces- 
sary to  enable  him  to  perform  officially  the  busi- 
ness of  said  office,  as  can  bo  so  appropriated  with 
the  least  inconvenience  to  the  transaction  of 
other  public  business. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  tho 
Commissioner  of  Agriculture  is  authorised  to  rent 
suitable  rooms  for  tho  accommodation  of  his  office, 
and  to  make  necessary  improvements,  and,  to 
pay  the  rent  of  tho  same  for  ono  year,  tho  sum 
of  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury* 
not  otherwise  appropriated:  Provided,  Sueh 

rooms  shall  not  be  rented  for  a period  longer 
than  three  years.

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacted , That  the 
sum  of  ono  hundred  thousand  dollars  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby , appropriated,  out  of  any  money 
in  the  troasury  not  otherwiso  appropriated,  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to 
meet  tho  expenses  of  the  current  year,  and  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  tho  thirtieth  day  of  June, 
1865.

AN  ACT  making  an  appropriation  to  carry  into 
effect  ‘‘An  aot  to  prevent  smuggling.” 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre 
eentativee  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  appropriated 
out  of  any  money  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  to  enable  the  Secretary  of  the 
Treasury  to  carry  into  effect  an  act  entitled  “An 
act  to  prevent  smuggling  and  for  other  purposes,” 
passed  at  the  present  session  of  Congress. 

Approved  July  4,  1864.

any  olaim  against  the  United  States  growing  out 
of  the  destruction  or  appropriation  of,  or  damage 
to,  property  by  the  army  or  navy,  or  any  part  of 
the  army  or  navy,  engaged  in  the  suppression 
of  the  rebellion,  from  the  commencement  to  the 
close  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all 
claims  of  loyal  citixens,  instates  not  in  rebellion, 
for  quartermasters'  stores  actually  furnished  to 
the  Army  of  the  United  States,  and  receipted  far 
by  the  proper  officer  receiving  the  same,  or 
which  may  have  been  taken  by  such  officers  with- 
out giving  such  receipt,  may  be  submitted  to  the 
Quartermaster  General  of  the  United  States,  ac- 
companied with  such  proofs  as  each  claimant 
can  present  of  the  facts  in  his  case;  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Quartermaster  General  to 
cause  such  claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  con- 
vinced that  it  is  just,  and  ef  the  loyalty  of  the 
claimant,  and  that  the  stores  have  been  actually 
received  or  taken  for  the  use  of  and  used  by 
said  army,  then  to  report  each  case  to  the  Third 
Auditor  of  the  Treasury,  with  a recommendation 
for  settlement. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  all  claims 
of  loyal  citizens,  in  States  not  in  rebellion,  for 
subsistence  actually  furnished  to  said  army,  and 
receipted  far  by  the  proper  officer  receiving  the 
seme,  or  which  may  hare  been  taken  by  such 
officers  without  giving  such  receipt,  may  be  sub- 
mitted to  the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence, 
accompanied  with  such  proof  as  each  claimant 
may  have  to  offer;  aad  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Commissary  General  of  Subsistence  to  cause 
each  claim  to  be  examined,  and,  if  convinced 
that  it  is  just,  and  of  the  loyalty  of  the  olaim 
ant,  and  that  the  stores  have  been  aotualiy  re- 
ceived or  taken  for  the  use  of  and  used  by  said 
army,  then  to  report  each  case  for  payment  to 
the  Third  Auditor  of  the  Treasury  with  a recom- 
mendation for  settlement,

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con- 
gress assembled,  That  so  much  of  the  act  of  thir- 
tieth June,  eighteen  hundred  [and]  sixty-four, 
as  repeals  the  seventeenth,  eighteenth,  thirty- 
fifth,  thirty-ninth,  and  forty-first  sections  of  the 
act  of  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
three,  entitled  ” An  act  to  amend  the  laws  relating 
to  the  Post  Office  Department,”  be,  and  the  same 
is  hereby,  repealed. 

Approved  July  4,  1864 

[PUBLIC— No.  201.1 

AN  ACT  to  establish  a branch  of  the  mint  of 
the  United  States  at  Dalles  City,  in  the  State 
of  Oregon. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre 
eentativee  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  a branch  of  the  mint 
of  the  United  States  be  located  and  established 
at  Dalles  City,  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  for  the 
coinage  of  gold  and  silver. 

Seo.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That,  for 
carrying  on  the  business  of  said  branch,  the  fal- 
lowing officers  shall  be  appointed,  as  soon  as  the 
public  interest  shall  require  their  service,  upon 
the  nomination  of  the  President,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  namely:  one 
superintendent,  one  assuyer,  one  melter  and  re 
finer,  and  one  coiner.  And  the  superintendent 
shall  employ  as  many  clerks,  subordinate  work- 
men, and  laborers,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  as  may  be  required. 
The  salaries  of  the  said  officers  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: To  the  superintendent,  the  sum  of  two 

thousand  dollars;  to  the  assayer,  the  sum  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars;  to  the  melter  and  re- 
finer, eighteen  hundred  dollars;  to  the  clerks, 
subordinate  workmen,  and  laborers,  such  wages 
and  allowances  as  are  customary,  according  to 
their  respective  stations  and  occupations. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
officers  and  elerks  to  be  appointed  under  this  act, 
before  entering  upon  the  execution  of  their  of- 
fices, shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  before 
some  judge  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  su- 
preme court  of  said  State,  faithfully  and  dili- 
gently to  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices,  and 
shall  each  become  bound  to  the  United  States  of 
America,  with  one  or  more  sureties,  to  the  satis- 
faction of  the  director  of  the  mint  or  the  district 
judge  of  the  United  States  for  the  distriot  of 
Oregon  and  of  the  Seoretary  of  the  Treasury, 
with  the  condition  of  the  faithful  performances  of 
the  duties  of  their  offices. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  the 
general  direction  of  the  business  of  said  branch 
mint  of  the  United  States  shall  be  under  the  con- 
trol and  regulation  of  the  director  of  the  mint  at 
Philadelphia,  subject  to  the  approbation  of  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury;  and  for  that  purpose 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  director  to  pre- 
scribe such  regulations,  and  to  require  such  re- 
turns, periodically  and  occasionally,  and  to  es- 
tablish such  charges  for  parting,  assaying,  re- 
fining, and  coining,  as  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
necessary  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  intention  of  this  act  in  establishing  said 
branch,  also  for  the  purpose  of  preserving  uni- 
formity of  weight,  form,  and  finish,  in  the  coin 
stamped  at  said  branch. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  said 
branch  mint  shall  he  a place  of  deposit  for  such 
public  moneys  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury 
may  direct.  And  the  superintendent  cf  said 
branch  mint,  who  shall  perform  the  duties  of 
treasurer  thereof,  shall  have  the  custody  of  the 
same,  and  also  perform  the  duties  of  assistant 
treasurer;  end  for  that  purpose  shall  be  subject  to 
ail  the  provisions  contained  in  an  act  entitled 
“An  act  to  provide  for  the  better  organisation  of 
the  treasury,  and  for  the  collection,  safe-keeping, 
transfer,  and  disbursement  of  the  publio  reve- 
nue." approved  August  six,  eighteen  hundred 
and  forty-six,  which  relates  to  the  treasury  of 
the  branch  mint  at.New  Orleans. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  Thai  the 
superintendent  of  said  branch  mint  be  authorised, 
under  tho  direction  of  the  Seoretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury, and  on  terms  to  be  prescribed  by  him,  to  is- 
sue in  payment  of  the  gold  dust  and  bullion  de- 


Itebel  Atrocity  at  Saltville.—  Murder  of 
Lieut.  Smith. 

From  an  account  of  the  atrocious  conduct 
of  the  rebels  at  Saltville  toward  the  Union 
prisoners,  after  Gen.  Burbridge  was  forced  to 
fall  back — having  expended  his  ammunition, 
we  take  the  following  : 

According  to  the  accounts  of  several  offi- 
cers and  surgeons  with  whom  I conversed, 
the  conduct  of  a portion  of  the  rebel  troops, 
subsequent  to  the  engagement  at  Saltville, 
was  utterly  lawless  and  brutal.  In  two  field 
hospitals  near  the  scene  of  the  battle  were 
twenty-three  wounded  negroes  of  the  1st 
Colored  Cavalry — fifteen  in  one  and  eight  in 
the  other.  All  but  three  of  them  were  mur- 
dered in  cold  blood  by  the  rebel  soldiers, 
who  called  there  for  that  special  purpose  ; 
and  these  fiends  in  human  form  boasted, 
while  doing  this  hellish  deed, 'that  they  had 
been  engaged  in  this  same  work  all  day.  The.C 
claim  to  have  buried  one  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-five colored  soldiers,  of  whom  nearly  all 
must  have  been  slaughtered  in  the  same 
way,  as  it  is  said  scarcely  a dozen  were  kill- 
ed in  the  battle.  This  wa9  on  the  3d  inst. 
The  three  negroes  who  had  been  spared  (it 
is  to  be  presumed  through  oversight,)  were 
removed,  with  the  rest  of  the  wounded,  to 
the  Emory  and  Henry  College  Hospitals 
Four  days  later,  or  on  the  7th  inst.,  a party 
of  cut-throats,  in  rebel  uniforms,  entered  the 
building  and  shot  two  of  those  dead.  The 
other  was  fired  at  twice,  and  left  for  dead, 
but  the  would-be-murdcrer,  it  appears,  did 
not  look  critically  to  the  effects  of  his  shots, 
and  the  negro  was  but  slightly  grazed  on  the 
head.  He  was  afterward  removed  to  the 
house  of  a citizen  in  the  vicinity,  and  con- 
cealed u ntil  he  could  be  removed  to  a safer 
place. 

But  these  demons  had  not  yet  appeased 
their  thirst  for  blood,  and  on  the  day  suc- 
ceeding the  outrage  just  related,  the  8th  in- 
stant, a band  of  fifteen  men,  led  hy  the  no 
torious  Champ  Ferguson,  appeared  Fergu- 
son himself  wrested  his  musket  from  the 
hand  of  a sentry  (rebel)  who  stood  at  the 
door  of  the  hospital,  and  leaving  two  men 
to  guard  him,  entered  the  building  with  the 
rest  of  his  gang,  and  went  straight  to  the 
room  of  Lieut.  Smith  of  the  13th  Kentucky 
cavalry.  His  men  passed  through  the  door 
in  two  files,  and  Ferguson,  walking  up  be- 
tween them,  approached  the  bed  on  which 
the  wounded  lieutenaut  was  lying 

“How  are  you,  Smith  ?”  “How  are  yon, 
Captain  ?"  were  the  salutations  first  exchan- 
ged, when  Ferguson,  balancing  liis  musket 
on  his  hand,  said  tauntingly,  “Look  here, 
Smith,  do  you  see  this?1'  “For  God's  sake, 
Captain,  don’t  shoot  tne,'1  implored  the  lieu- 
tenant; buthe  had  scarcely  uttered  the  words 
before  the  other  had  raised  the  gun  and  shot 
him  through  the  head.  The  gang  then  in- 
quired for  Col.  Hanson,  of  the  37th  Kentucky 
mounted  infantry  (commanding  a brigade) 
and  Captain  Dagerfield,  of  the  12th  Ohio 
cavalry,  declaring  their  intention  to  shoot 
them  both. 

By  tnis  time  the  surgeons  and  hospital 
attendants  had  become  aware  of  what  was 
going  on,  and  they  hastened  to  the  spot. 
By  persuasion,  and  almost  by  force,  they  en- 
deavored to  restrain  these  desperadoes  from 
carrying  out  their  savage  purpose.  Fergu- 
son was  on  the  point  of  shooting  the  rebel 
surgeon  in  charge,  Dr.  Murphy,  for  daring 
to  interfere,  and  one  of  bis  men  actually 
presented  a revolver  at  the  breast  of  a ma 
jor,  who  chanced  to  be  visiting  at  the  hos- 
pital at  the  time,  and  had  volunteered  his 
assistance.  By  argument  and  resistance 
combined,  the  ruffians  were  induced  to  leave 
without  having  fully  carried  out  their  mur- 
derous designs,  but  swore  to  return  at  night 
and  complete  their  work. 

Col.  Hanson  was  immediately  removed  to 
the  house  ot  a citizen  to  await  other  ar- 
rangements for  his  safety,  and  a guard  of 
convalescents  was  raised  and  placed  around 
the  hospital  to  resist  another  incursion. 
During  the  succeeding  night  Col.  Hanson, 
Capt.  Dagerfield,  Surgeon  L.  C.  Woodman, 
11th  Michigan  Cavalry,  Surgeon  Gardner, 
13th  Kentucky,  Assistant  Surgeon  Harper, 
13th  Kentucky  Cavalry,  Assistant  Surgeon 
Hunt,  12th  Ohio  Cavalry,  and  Acting  Assis- 
tant Surgeon  Cronage,  11th  Michigan  Cav- 
alry were  placed  upon  the  train  and  sent 
eastward  by  order  of  Gen  Breckinridge. 
Whether  that  officer  did  not  feel  himself 
able  to  afford  them  protection  against  the 
lawless  violence  of  hisown  men,  I know  not. 

My  informants  had  not  heard  of  any  pun- 
ishment having  been  meted  out  to  the  par- 
ties engaged  in  these  outrages,  although 
the  name  of  the  ring-leader,  if  not  of  oth- 
ers, was  well  known.  It  is  but  just  to  state 
in  this  connection,  that  the  rebel  surgeons, 
attendants  and  others  connected  with  the 
hospitals,  used  their  utmost  exertions  to  pre- 
vent these  lawless  and  barbarous  acts,  and 
resisted  them  at  the  risk  of  their  own  lives. 

Destruction  of  the  Albemarle. 

We  have  already  mentioned  the  destruc- 
of  the  rebel  rain  Albemarle.  We  annex  the 
official  report  of  Lieut.  Cushing: 

Albemarle  Sound,  Oct.  30. 

Sir  : I have  the  honor  to  report  the  rebel 
ran.  Albermarle  at  the  bottom  of  Roanoke 
river.  On  the  night  of  the27th  ult.,  having 
prepared  my  steam  launch,  I proceeded  to- 
ward Plymouth  with  13  officers  and  men, 
partly  volunteers,  from  the  squadron.  The 
distance  from  the  mouth  of  the  river  to  the 
ram  was  8 miles.  The  steam  averaging  a 
width  of  some  two  hundred  yards,  was  lin- 
ed with  the  enemy’s  pickets.  A mile  below 
the  town  was  the  wreck  of  the  Smithfield, 
surrounded  by  schooners  It  was  under- 
stood that  a gun  was  mounted  there  to  com- 
mand the  bend;  I therefore  took  one  of  the 
Shamrock’s  cutters  in  tow.  One  of  the 
boats  succeeded  in  passing  the  pickets,  ana 
even  the  Smithfield,  within  200  yards’  dis- 
tance without  discovery.  We  were  not 
hailed  until  by  the  lookouts  on  the  ram. 
The  cutter  was  then  cast  off  and  ordered  be- 
low while  we  lay  for  the  enemy  under  a full 
head  of  steam.  The  rebels  opened  their 
rattle  range  bell  and  commenced  firing , at 
the  same  time  repeating  their  hail,  seeming 
much  confused.  The  light  of  the  fire 
ashore  showed  me  the  iron-clad  made  fast  to 
the  wharf,  with  logs  around  her,  thirty  feet 


from  her  side  Passing  her  closely,  we 
made  a complete  circle,  so  as  to  strike  her 
fairly,  and  went  into  her  bows  on.  Bv  this 
time  the  enemy’s  lire  was  severe,  but  a" close 
dose  of  catinister  at  short  range  seemed  to 
disturb  (heir  aim. 

Paymaster  Swan,  of  the  Otsego,  was 
wounded,  but  how  many  more  I know  not. 
Bullets  struck  my  clothing,  and  the  air  seem- 
ed full  of  them.  In  a moment  we  had  struck 
the  logs,  just  abreast  of  the  quarter-port, 
breaking  them  in  some  feet,  our  bows 
resting  on  them.  The  torpedo  boom  was  then 
lowered,  and  I succeeded  in  diving  a torpe- 
do under  her,  and  exploding  it  At  the 
same  time  the  Albemarle's  guns  fired  a shot, 
which  went  through  my  boat,  and  a dense 
mass  of  water  rushed  in  from  the  torpedo, 
filling  the  launch  and  completely  disabling 
her  The  enemy  continued  to  fire  at  fifteen 
feet  range  and  demanded  our  surrender, 
which  I twice  refused,  ordering  the  men  to 
save  themselves,  and  removing  my  overcoat 
and  shoes  sprang  into  the  water,  I swam 
with  the  others  into  the  midd'e  of  the 
stream,  the  rebels  failing  to  hit  us.  Most  of 
our  party  were  captured  and  some  drown 
ed  Only  one  escaped  beside  myself  and  he 
in  another  direction.  Completely  exhausted 
I managed  to  reach  the  shore  but  was  too 
weak  to  crawl  out  of  the  water  till  daylight, 
when  I managed  to  creep  into  the  swamp 
close  to  the  fort 

While  hiding  close  to  the  path  the  Albe 
marie's  officers  passed,  I judged  from  their 
conversation  that  their  ship  was  destroyed. 
Some  hours’  traveling  in  the  swamp  served 
to  bring  me  out  well  below  the  town,  when 
I met  a negro  and  gained  the  information 
that  the  ram  was  truly  destroyed.  Through 
another  swamp,  I came  to  a creek,  captured 
a skiff  belonging  to  the  picket  of  the  enemy, 
and  with  this  bv  11  o’clock  next  night 
made  my  way  to  Valley  City.  The  ram  is 
now  completely  submerged  in  the  river,  and 
will  obstruct  the  passage  of  our  ships.

The  irregular  bands  of  armed  men  within  our 
lines,  disconnected  from  the  rebel  army,  who 
prowl  through  the  country,  and  subsist  by  depre- 
dating upon  the  the  property  of  citizens,  and  of 
the  Government,  are  guerrillas,  and  will  hereafter 
be  treated  a9  suob. 

They  are  here  without  an  idea  of  permanent 
occupanoy,  or  with  a reasonable  hope  of  seriously 
injuring  our  communications.  They  form  no 
part  of  the  organized  army  of  the  rebellion,  and 
when  captured  are  not  entitled  to  the  treatment 
prescribed  for  regular  soldiers,  but  by  the  laws 
of  war  they  have  forfeited  their  lives. 

Frequent  robberies  and  murders,  committed 
by  these  outlaws,  demand  that  the  laws  of  war 
be  stringently  meted  out  to  them. 

Hereafter  no  guerrillas  will  be  received  as  pris- 
oners, and  any  officer  who  may  capture  such, 
and  extend  to  them  the  courtesies  due  prisoners 
of  war,  will  be  held  accountable  for  disobedience 
of  orders.

Tho  rapid  increase  in  this  District  of  lawless 
bands  of  armed  men  engaged  in  interrupting 
railroad  and  telegraphic  communication,  plunder- 
ing and  murdering  peaoeful  Union  citizens,  de- 
stroying the  mails,  Ac.,  calls  for  the  adoption  of 
stringent  measures  on  the  part  of  the  military 
authorities  for  their  suppression  . 

Therefore  all  guerrillas,  armed  prowlers  by 
whatever  name  they  may  bo  known,  and  rebel 
sympathizers  are  hereby  admonished  that  in  fu- 
turestern  retaliatory  measures  will  be  adopted  and 
strictly  enforced  whenever  the  lives  or  property 
of  peaoeful  citizens  are  jeopardized  by  the  law- 
less acts  of  such  men. 

Hebei  sympathizers  living  within  five  miles  of 
any  scene  of  outrage  committed  by  armed  men 
not  recognized  as  public  enemies  by  the  rules  and 
usages  of  war,  will  be  arrested  and  sent  beyond 
the  limits  of  the  United  States,  in  accordance 
with  instructions  from  the  Major  General  com- 
manding the  Military  Division  of  the  Mississippi. 

So  much  of  the  property  of  rebel  sympathizers 
as  may  be  necessary  to  indemnify  the  Govern- 
ment or  loyal  citizens  for  lo9se9  incurred  by  the 
acts  of  such  lawless  men  will  be  seized  and  ap- 
propriated for  this  purpose. 

Whenever  an  unarmed  Union  citizen  is  mur- 
dered, four  guerrillas  will  be  seelcted  from  the 
prisoners  in  the  hands  of  the  militPiy  authori- 
ties and  publicly  shot  to  death  in  the  most  con- 
venient place  near  the  scene  of  outrage.

THE  FOLLOWING  IS  PUBLISHED  FOR 
the  information  of  all  concerned  : 

Men  whose  name*  have  been  drawn  in  the  draft 
are,  from  that  moment,  in  military  service,  unless 
legally  exempt,  and  this  fact  they  are  bound  to 
show. 

All  men  drawn  must  report  to  the  Board  of 
Enrollment  according  to  their  notifications,  in 
default  of  which  they  are  liable  to  arrest  as  deser- 
ters and  to  the  consequences  thereof,  which  include 
liability  for  the  expenses  attending  the  arrest  in 
cases  where  the  person  arrested  is,  after  examin- 
ation, held  to  service.  The  Board  of  Enroll- 
ment sits  at  the  Head-Quarters  of  tho  Provost 
Marshal  of  the  District,  he  being  President  ot  the 
Board. 

In  cases  where  the  serving  of  notices  to  drafted 
men  within  ten  days  after  drawing,  has  been  found 
impracticable,  by  reason  of  forcible  resistance, 
the  service  of  notices  as  soon  as  practicable  there 
after,  is  valid. 

The  eivil  authorities  of  the  State  are  requested, 
by  the  Provost  Marshal  General  to  co-operate  with 
the|military  authorities  in  arresting  all  deserters 
as  above  described,  as  well  a9  deserters  from  the 
former  draft  who  having  failed  to  report,  may  be 
found  lurking  in  the  State. 

Men  who  have  enlisted  after  their  names  have 
been  drawn  in  the  draft,  whether  notified  or  not, 
are  in  military  service  under  the  draft,  and  not 
by  the  enlistment,  which  is  void  ; they  mu9t  re- 
port to  the  Board  of  Enrollment  of  the  Distriot  in 
which  they  were  drawn,  and  if  they  desired  to  con- 
tinue in  the  organization  they  bad  chosen,  they  can 
state  their  preference,  when,  if  practicable,  the 
commandant  of  the  rendezvous  may  assign  them 
to  such  organization. 

Commanding  officers  of  regiments  and  other  or- 
ganizations are  desired  to  furnish,  according  to 
their  best  knowledge  or  belief,  to  Provost  Marshals 
of  Districts,  the  names  and  description  of  all  men 
who  may  have  enlisted  in  such  organizations  after 
their  names  had  been  drawn  in  the  draft,  by 
means  of  which  lists  and  description  Boards  of 
Enrollment  may,  on  comparison  with  their  list* 
of  drafted  men,  ascertain  to  which  ola98  the  men 
belong.

Thanksgiving  Proclamation. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

It  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  prolong  our 
national  life  another  year,  defending  us  with  His 
guardian  care  against  unfriendly  designs  from 
abroad,  and  vouchsafing  to  us  in  His  mercy  many 
signal  victories  over  the  enemy  who  is  of  our 
own  household.  It  has  also  pleased  our  Heaven- 
ly Father  to  favor  as  well  our  citizens  in  their 
homes  as  our  soldiers  in  thoir  camps  and  our 
sailors  on  the  seas  with  unusual  health.  He  has 
largely  augmented  our  free  population  by  eman- 
cipation and  by  immigration,  while  He  has  opened 
to  us  new  sources  of  wealth,  and  has  crownod 
the  labor  of  our  workingmen  in  every  de- 
partment of  industry  with  abundant  reward. 
Moreover,  He  has  been  pleased  to  animate  and 
inspire  our  minds  and  hearts  with  fortitude, 
courage  and  resolution  sufficient  for  the  great 
trial  of  civil  war  into  which  we  have  been  brought 
by  our  adherence  as  a nation  to  the  cause  of  free- 
dom and  humanity,  and  to  afford  to  us  reasonable 
hopes  of  an  ultimate  and  happy  delivoranco  from 
all  our  dangers  and  afflictions. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN, 
President  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  appoint 
and  set  apart  the  LAST  THURSDAY  IN  NO- 
VEMBER NEXT  as  a day  which  I desire  to  be 
observed  by  all  my  fellow  citizens,  wherever  they 
may  then  be,  a9  a day  of  Thanksgiving  and 
Prayer  to  Almighty  God,  the  benificent  Creator 
and  Ruler  of  thf  Universe;  and  T do  further 
recommend  to  my  fellow  citizens  aforesaid,  that 
on  hat  occasion  they  do  reverently  humble 
themselves  in  the  dust,  and  from  thence  offer  up 
penitent  and  fervent  prayers  and  supplications 
to  the  Great  Disposer  of  Events  for  a return 
of  the  inestimable  blessings  of  peace,  union  and 
harmony  throughout  the  land,  which  it  ha9 
pleased  Him  to  assign  as  a dwelling  place  for 
ourselves  and  our  posterity  throughout  all  gene- 
rations.

over  ten  and  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars, 
fifteen  cents  ; over  twenty  and  not  exceeding 
thirty  dollars,  twenty  cents  If  a person 
wishes  to  send  a large  sum  he  can  procure 
two  or  more  orders.  For  instance,  if  he 
wishes  to  send  ninety  dollars,  he  can  procure 
three  orders  for  thirty  dollars  each.  The 
convenience  of  the  system  will  chiefly  be 
tested  by  orders  for  small  amounts.

More  Villany  of  the  Sons  of  Liberty. 

A telegram  dated  at  Chicago  November 
7,  states  that  within  the  two  days  peevious 
a large  number  of  persons  had  arrived  in 
that  city  from  southern  parts  of  the  State, — 
mostly  from  Fayette  and  Christian  counties. 
Tt  was  supposed  that  they  Lad  come  to 
Chicago  to  vote.  But  developments  have 
proved  that  they  are  all  members  of  the 
Order  of  American  Knights,  or  Sons  of 
Liberty,  and  that  a conspiracy  was  in  pro- 
gress for  raising  an  insurrection  on  the  day 
of  election,  aod  releasing  and  arming  the 
prisoners  at  Camp  Douglas 

In  consequence  of  reliable  information 
and  incontrovertible  evidence  of  the  con- 
spiracy, on  the  morning  of  the  I7th  a large 
number  of  arrests  were  made,  nearly  all 
with  cases  of  arms  found  in  their  possession; 
among  them  are  Col.  Marmaduke,  brother 
of  the  rebel  General,  who  was  a guest  of 
Dr.  Edwards;  Buckner  S.  Morris,  ormerly 
Judge  of  the  Circuit  Court  of  the  county  in 
which  Chicago  is  situated . He  harbored  a 
lot  of  bushwhackers,  and  procured  changes 
of  clothing  for  them.  He  is  said  to  be 
grand  treasurer  of  the  O.  A.  K.  Charles 
Walsh,  Doorkeeper  of  the  House  was  also 
arrested.  In  his  house  were  found  several 
men  who  had  been  engaged  in  casting  bul- 
lets for  the  use  of  the  couspirators.  Some 
of  those  arrested  are  reported  to  have  made 
a confession  that  the  intention  was  to  6re  the 
city  to-night  and  release  the  prisoners  at 
Camp  Douglas. 

Among  the  arrested  are  Col.  G.  St.  Lcger 
Greenfield,  Morgan's  Adjutant  General,  Cap. 
Contral,  of  Morgan’s  command,  J.  F. 
Shands  and  Chas.  Traverse  200  stand  of 
arms,  two  cart-loads  of  revolvers,  and  a 
large  quantity  of  ammunition  were  found 
in  Walsh’s  house. 


8®-  The  Charleston  (South  Carolina) 
Mercury  announces  by  authority  that  in  res. 
ponse  to  the  appeals  of  Stephens,  H.  V. 
Johnson,  Foote.  Hill,  and  other  traitors, 
Jeff.  Davis  will  accede  to  the  proposition  of 
the  Northern  “Peace  Democrats,"  an!  grant 
to  the  Military  authorities  of  the  United 
States  an  armistice,  “provided  it  is  solicited 
in  a respectful  manner,"  and  thus  speaks  of 
the  effect  if  Davis  should  grant  it :

War  New*  and  Army  Item*. 

The  Richmond  Enquirer  of  the  3d  Nov., 
announces  the  capture  of  Plymouth  by  our 
gunboats  after  three  hours  fighting.  The 
forts  were  passed  and  all  their  guns  disman 
tied,  when  the  rebels  evacuated  under  a 
severe  shelling.  A dispatch  from  General 
Blunt  says  that  on  the  28th  Oct.,  he  came 
up  with  Price  at  Newtonia  and  defeated 
him  after  a severe  fight,  driving  him  from 
the  field  in  confusion  with  a loss  of  over 
two  hundred,  including  two  Colonels.  Our 
total  loss  was  about  one  hundred  and  twen 
ty.  About  six  hundred  and  twenty  rebel 
prisoners  from  Price's  army  reached  St. 
Louis  on  the  7th.  Others  are  to  come. 

At  Johnsonville,  on  the  Tennessee  river, 
eight  transports  and  four  gunboats  were 
burned  on  the  5th  and  6tli,  to  prevent  their 
falling  into  the  hands  of  the  enemy  under 
Forrest.  A large  quantity  of  Government 
stores  were  consumed  on  the  boats,  and  some 
warehouses  in  the  town  were  fired  by  shells 
from  the  rebel  batteries  which  were  like- 
wise destroyed  with  their  contents. 

Although  the  election  is  over,  there 
is  interest  in  the  following  synopsis,  by  the 
Cincinnati  Gazette,  of  the  facts  of  further 
anti-Union  frauds  upon  the  soldiers  and 
sailors.  The  facta  from  the  Mississippi 
squadron  are  reported  by  its  principal  offi 
cers  : 

The  more  it  is  investigated,  the  more  atro- 
cious and  widely  ramified  does  the  New 
York  vote-stuffing  fraud  appear  From  the 
Mississippi  squadron,  we  iearn  that  alien 
and  Western  sailors  were  induced  to  vote, 
through  the  misrepresentations  ol  Seymour's 
commissioner,  none  but  Democratic  ballots 
being  provided  ; while  for  want  of  the  prop- 
er voles,  and  by  various  pretenses,  loyal 
New  York  sailors  had  no  opportunity  of  ex- 
ercising the  right  ol  suffrage.  Marvin 
Jones,  one  of  North’s  assistants  at  Wasli- 
ngton,  has  made  a full  confession  It  is 
significant  that  he  obtained  his  position 
through  Gov.  Seymour’s  brother.  Captain 
Ottenot,  179th  New  York  regiment,  who 
signed  blank  envelopes,  has  also  been  ar- 
rested and  likewise  confesses  bis  guilt. 
Seymour’s  Commissioners  to  Washington 
have  gone  home,  and  as  might  be  expected 
from  their  character,  can  find  do  proof  ol 
North's  guilt . Lieut.  Col.  Murphy,  7th  N.

The  General  Commanding  avails  himself 
of  the  opportunity  afforded  in  the  handsome 
defense  of  “Allatoona,”  to  illustrate  the  most 
important  principle  of  war,  that  fortified 
posts  should  be  defended  to  the  last,  regard- 
less of  the  relative  numbers  of  the  party  at- 
tacking and  attacked. 

Allatoona  was  garrisoned  by  three  regi- 
ments commanded  by  Col.  Tourtelotte,  and 
reinforced  by  a detachment  from  a division 
at  Rome  under  command  of  Brig.  Gen.  J.  M. 
Corse,  on  the  morning  of  the  5th,  and  a few 
hours  after  was  attacked  by  French's  divi- 
sion of  Stewart's  corps,  two  other  divisions 
being  near  at  hand  and  in  support  Gen. 
French  demanded  a surrender  in  a letter,  to 
“avoid  an  useless  expenditure  of  blood," 
ond  gave  but  five  minutes  to  answer.  Gen. 
Corse's  answer  was  emphatic  and  strong, 
that  he  and  his  command  was  ready  for  the 
“useless  expenditure  of  blood,"  as  soon  as  it 
was  agreeable  to  Gen.  French. 

This  answer  was  followed  by  an  attack 
which  was  prolonged  for  five  hours,  resulting 
in  the  complete  repulse  of  the  enemy  who 
left  his  dead  on  the  ground,  amounting  to 
more  than  two  hundred,  and  four  hundred 
prisoners,  well  and  wounded.  The  “effusion 
of  blood"  was  not  “useless,"  as  the  position 
at  Allatoona  was  and  is  very  important  to 
our  present  and  future  operations. 

The  thanks  of  this  army  are  due,  and  are 
hereby  accorded  to  Gen.  Corse,  Col.  Tourte- 
lolte,  officers  and  men,  for -their  determined 
and  gallant  defense  of  Allatoona,  and  it  is 
made  an  example  to  illustrate  the  importance 
of  preparing  in  time,  and  meeting  the  dan- 
ger when  present,  boldly,  manfully  and  well. 

This  army,  though  unseen  to  the  garrison, 
was  co-operating  by  moving  toward  the  road 
by  which  the  enemy  could  alone  escape,  but 
unfortunately  were  delayed  by  the  rain  and 
mud  : but  this  fact  hastened  the  retreat  of 
the  enemy. 

Commanders  and  garrisons  of  the  posts 
along  our  railroads  are  hereby  instructed 
that  they  must  hold  their  posts  to  the  last 
minute,  sure  that  the  time  gained  is  valua- 
ble and  necessary  to  their  comrades  at  the 
front.

. Nevada  Admitted  to  the  Uniou. 

By  the  President  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica a Proclamation. 

Whereas,  The  Congress  of  the  United 
States  passed  an  act  which  was  approved  on 
the  21st  day  of  March  last,  entitled  an  act 
to  enable  the  people  of  Nevada  to  form  a 
Constitution  and  State  Government,  and 
for  the  admission  of  such  Stale  into  the 
Union  on  equal  footing  with  the  original 
States. 

Whereas,  The  said  Constitution  and  State 
Government  have  been  formed  pursuant  to 
the  conditions  prescribed  by  the  fifth  section 
of  the  act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  and  the 
certificate  required  by  the  said  act.  and  also 
a copy  of  the  Constitution  and  ordinances 
have  been  submitted  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

Now,  therefore,  be  it  kuowu  thal  I,  Abra- 
ham Lincoln,  President  of  the  United  States, 
in  accordance  with  the  duty  imposed  upon 
me  by  the  Act  of  Congress  aforesaid,  do 
hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  the  said 
State  of  Nevada  is  admitted  into  the  Un- 
ion on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original 
States.

From  the  Washington  Chronicle,  Oof.  22. 
Exchanged  Prisoners  of  War  at  the 
Navy-Yard. — We  visited  the  Navy-yard  yes- 
terday, and  lound  there  one  hundred  and 
twelve  sailors,  just  released  from  Southern 
prisons.  They  were  dressed  in  every  style  ol 
habiliments.  Most  of  the  clothing  they  wore 
had  been  taken  from  the  dead  bodies  of 
their  less  fortunate  fellow-prisoners.  The 
reports  of  these  men,  as  to  the  treatment 
prisoners  ol  war  receive,  agree  with  those 
published  recently  in  our  columns  in  every 
particular;  and  they  give  other  and  more 
diabolical  features,  which,  we  hope,  are  ex- 
aggerated. We  will  not  repeat  them.  An- 
dersonville  is  a name  of  terrible  significance 
to  them.  They  cannot  speak  of  it  without 
shuddering.  Their  periods  of  confinement 
vary  from  fourteen  days  to  eighteen  months. 
One  man  informed  us  he  was  taken  at  the 
storming  of  Sumter;  that  he  spent  seven 
months  iu  the  stockade  at  Andcrsonville ; 
while  there,  the  deaths  averaged  one  hun- 
dred and  filly  per  day.  They  dug  wells  to 
get  water,  but  the  water  being  brackish  , it 
could  not  be  used.  These  wells  were  after- 
wards used  as  graves,  into  which  the  bodies 
were  thrown  until  the  wells  were  filled  The 
hospital  was  so  full  that  sick  men  were  laid 
in  rows  near  the  entrance  thereto,  waiting 
for  dead  men’s  places. 

Sailors  seemed  to  stand  the  cruel  hard 
ships  and  exposure  better  than  the  marines 
and  soldiers,  very  few  ol  the  marines  having 
survived.  The  sailors  were  much  better 
treated  than  either  of  the  other  classes  of 
prisoners,  most  of  them  having  been  detail- 
ed for  hospital  and  other  duties.  While  in 
these  capacities,  they  saw  a constant  influx 
of  supplies  of  all  kinds  from  both  private 
individuals  and  the  Sanitary  Commission  ; 
the  boxes  sent  by  this  latter  institution  were 
always  broken  open  and  rifled  of  the  cloth- 
ing and  other  of  the  mo9t  valuable  couteuts. 
Not  a man  at  Andersonville  ever  received 
from  the  rebel  authorities  one  article  of 
clothing,  many  now  there  beiDg  without  any 
other  article  on  their  persons  Ilian  panta- 
loons of  a ragged  and  scant  character,  and 
their  bodies  dark  as  a mulatto’s. 

BefifThe  military  authorities  at  New  Or- 
leans aod  St.  Louis  have  ordered  all  the 
gambling  houses  in  those  cities  and  vicini. 
ties  to  be  closed,  and  all  persons  who  may  be 
found  playing  or  gambling  in  any  way,  after 
November  1st,  are  to  be  assigned  to  active 
regiments  in  the  field  as  soldiers,  cooks  or 
teamsters,  without  regard  as  to  persons.

FROM  the  inception  of  the  rebellion,  the  gen- 
uine Union  sentiment  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky has  found  but  little  expression,  either  in 
the  addresses  of  the  prominent  politicians  or  in 
the  press.  This  state  of  things,  at  all  times  a 
source  of  murmuring,  though  somewhat  allevia- 
ted by  the  partial  supply  of  loyal  journals  from 
other  States,  has  at  last  ripened  into  dissatisfac- 
tion and  a positive  demand  for  such  a newspaper. 

Demanding  that  the  rebellion  shall  be  suppress- 
ed, we  would  have  all  the  means  necessary  to 
suppress  it  oheerfully  supplied.  Regarding  unity 
as  essential  to  speedy  success,  we  would  onforce 
it  as  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  give  to  those 
who  administer  the  Government — whilst  the  war 
continues — sympathy  and  support.  Believing 
the  rebollion  to  be  not  only  without  palliation 
or  excuso,  but  a crime  we  would  have  it  taught 
that  those  who  have  inaugurated  and  prosecut- 
ed it  should  wholly  bear  the  responsibility  of 
its  guilt.  Recognizing  the  rebellion  as  gigantic 
in  its  proportions,  we  woul  have  the  difficulty  of 
grappling  with  it  fully  roalized. 

In  so  wide  a field  where  the  instruments  em- 
ployed must  be  varied,  orrors  of  judgment  are 
unavoidable.  We  would  not  therefore,  judge 
harshly  of  the  means  employed,  whilst  we  soe 
they  are  suggested  by  a sincere  desire  to  re-es- 
tablish the  authority  of  the  Government.  In  a 
word,  we  wish  to  teach  that  it  is  the  paramount 
duty  of  the  Government  to  preserve  the  Union 
by  all  the  means  recognized  by  civilized  warfare. 
Rejoicing  at  every  triumph  of  our  arms,  we  de- 
sire to  affiliate  with  those  true  Union  men  every- 
where, who  hope  for,  and  look  to  the  nation’s 
success  in  the  field — not  to  its  defeat  a9  the 
surest  means  of  securing  a lasting  and  honorable 
peace. 

The  vote  of  the  people  of  Kentucky,  on  every 
oocasion — and  their  resolutions  in  their  primary 
assemblies,  far  ahead  of  their  politicians,  far  in 
advance  of  their  press,  are  to  us  the  surest  guar- 
anty— that  a majority  are  with  us.  The  object 
of  this  paper  is  to  give  organization  to  that  ma- 
jority, and  to  develope  into  political  action 
the  convictions  which,  in  their  hearts  the  people 
cherish.  Also,  to  take  full  advantage  of  the 
facilities  at  command  to  furnish  its  patrons  with 
the  current  news,  and  to  develope  some  important 
features  of  a Daily,  that  have  not  hitherto  receiv- 
ed from  the  press  here  the  prominence  desirable 
in  a mercantile  community.
